including moving p icture houses. 
Sealed cop ies of the message had 
been distributed to the managers o! 
all these p laces, with the request that 
they op en and read it.

follows: 
‘ The message which I send to the 
p eop le of the British emp ire on the 
fourth anniversary of the entry intc 
the war Is: 
Hold fast.' 
“We are in this war for no selfish 
ends. 
We are in it to recover freedom 
for the nations which have been bru 
tally attacked and desp oiled, and tc 
p rove that no p eop le, however p ower 
ful. can surrender itself to the lawless 
ambitions of militarism without meet 
Ing retribution, swift, certain and din 
astrous, at the hands of the free na 
tions of the world. 
To stop short 01 
victory for this cause would be to corn 
p romise the future of mankind. 
V ic t o r y P ro sp e c ts Bright. 
"I say ‘Hold fast,’ because our p ros 
p ects of victory have never been so 
bright as they are today . 
Six rnonthi 
ago the rulers of Germany deliberateh 
rejected the Just and reasonable set 
tlement p ro|>osed by the Allies. Throw 
ing aside the last mask of moderation, 
they p artitioned Russia, enslaved Rou 
mania and attemp ted to sieze sup reme 
p ower by overthrowing the Allies in a 
final and desp erate attack. 
“Thanks to the Invincible bravery 
of all the Allied armies, it is now evi 
dent to all that this dream of universal 
conquest for the sake of which they 
wantonlv p rolonged the war can nevei 
be fulfill d. 
“ But tin* ba't’o is not y et. won. The 
great autocracy o Prussia w ill still en 
deavor, by violence or guile, to avoid 
defeat and so give militarism a new 
lease of life. We cannot see); to escap e 
the horrors of war for ourselves bj 
lay ing them up for our ehiidr n.

'I'«* « lo tt« be*t work th« > m a­ 
chine mu st he ns nearly I# *ve1 »»*« p« » s- 
slhl« * from side to shle, u n» i It Is gen­ 
erally coneede« ! best t«» have It level 
lengthwise, althou gh a few Inches dif­ 
ference in level between the front nn« l 
rear ends Is not 11 k «* I y to be detri­ 
mental. 
Tf the machine Is set on 
soft grou nd, one or two of the wheels 
may sink fu rther Into the grou nd than 
the others after It lias been standing 
for a short time, and the operator 
shou ld not forg**t to watch this point. 
A very slight difference In 1»*%*•! be­ 
tween th« * two vld« *s of the separator 
will mak e tlx* shafts all ru n against 
the hearings on tin* lower side and 
have a tendency to cau se them to h**at. 
It will also cau se the grain constantly 
to work toward the low si« b* of th<* s« *p* 
arator and mak e It more difficu lt for 
the cleaning mechanism t«* « h* g«*«»*l 
work . 
Even If the machine Is set on 
a ham !!<>or, It shou ld I*«* leveled care­ 
fu lly , for barn floors nr« * rarely pre- 
cisely level, and the weight of a sepa­ 
rator may mak e It sag In weak places. 
The main drive belt shou ld hang 
loosely over the pu lley s, with Ju st 
enou gh 
tension to k e« *p It 
ru nning 
smoothly . 
If It Is t«»«» tight, It will 
have a tendency to pu ll th« * separator 
ou t of place and will pu t u nnecessary 
strain on the cy linder shaft and box­ 
ings and possibly mak e th« *Tn heat or 
pu ll the cy linder ou t of lln« * so that 
the teeth will not ru n tru e. 
When thrashing In tie* open. It Is 
wt'll to pay attention to the direction 
of the wind, If tle*r« * Is any choice 
In lie* direction In which the machine 
Is to he s« *t. 
It Is mu ch more pleasant 
for tie* men work ing at tie* machine 
If It can I*«» s« *t so that the wind blows 
tie* du st and chaff away from them. 
If a steam engine Is u sed, tie* setting 
shou ld he su ch also thnt spark s will 
he carried away from tie* separator 
and straw sta« *k . 
T he 
sepáralo** 
shou ld 
alway s l» e 
block ed solidly to prevent vibration as 
mu ch as possible, and to prevent the 
belt from pu lling tie* machine for­ 
ward. 
It will frequ ently sax*« * s om e 
me If blocks of tie* right s!*/,«* and 
shape for this pu rpose are selected «>r 
prepared before tie* thrashing 
starts 
and carried with the machín« * f rom 
» lace ♦«» place. 
Wornont «» r brok en 
ph*wsharcs mak e exeellent block s. 


Cylinder and Concaves. 
The problem <*f adju sting the cy lin­ 
der and eoncaves Is t«» get íleon placed 
In proper relation to each other, xvltli 
tie* right nu mber and nrrangem« *nt of 
t« *« *th In tie* concaves for th« » grain 
thnt Is being thru sited. 
T he adju st­ 
ment shou ld I»«* su ch as thorou ghly to 
loosen all the grain from tie* bends 
withou t crack ing or break ing u p the 
straw Int« » su ch tin** pitares that sepa­ 
ration will 1»«* difficu lt. 
It Is cssontinl that the cy linder and 
concaves he adju sted so that each 
t« >oth is at all times equ ally distant 
from the two between which It Is pass­ 
ing. and thnt th« * eoncaves h«* k « *pt 
close enou gh to tie* c.vltnd« *r that tin- 
thrashed h« *ads cannot g« *t throu gh. 
The first thing In adju sting the cy lin­ 
der Is to s«»«* that the shaft is aligned 
properly , that is. that one end Is not 
fu rther forward than the other. There 
is a constant tendency for tin* end «»f 
the shaft to which the main drive 
pu lley is nttnchi'd to pu ll forward, 
and tit the same time force the other 
end back . 
Tie* next st« *p is t«» tak « * u p 
any su perflu ou s end play . 
Some pro­ 
vision for regu lating end play is fou nd 
on all machines. 
The space that m u st 
he left to prevent fricthm «»n the end 
«»f the shaft and consequ ent heating is 
from one thirty -second to one sixty 
fou rth of an Inch, or Ju st enou gh to 
allow the shaft to ru n freely . 
Any 
more play than is absolu tely necessary 
shou ld not be tolerated, as it allows 
the cy linder teeth t«> get close to the 
c« mcnve teeth on one side and corre­ 
spondingly far away on tie* other. The 
distance between the cy linder and con­ 
cave teeth when properly adju sted Is 
generally n« >t mu ch over an eighth of 
an Inch. It Is easily soon that a very 
little end play will cau so crack ing of 
the grain on the one side and allow* 
u nthrashed heads to pass throu gh on 
the other. 
For the same reason it 
Is Important thnt all teeth In both the 
cy linder 
and 
concaves 
he 
k ept 
straight. 
There 
shou ld, alway s, 
be 
wrenches In the to« *l box for straight 
lu g any which get ou t «>f line. 


Self- Feeders. 
A large m ajority of the thrashing 
machine« of 
the cou ntry 
are no* 
equ ipped with self-feeders. 
It is 
mistak e, however, to assu me that b 
cau se the feeding Is done mechan 
ieally the feeder will alway s deliver 
the u nthrashed grain to the cy linder

Tie* governor 
which controls tie* f**«*«h*r sh« » u l« l he 
adju sted so thnt It will stop feeding 
as qu ick ly ns possible when th« * -sp« *« *d 
Is 
redu ced 
below 
normal. 
By 
nil 
menu s It shou ld he adju sted to net 
more qu ick ly thnn the governor on the 
engine. 
Tf n r« *du ctlon In the speed i» f 
th« * cy linder does not stop th<* feeder 
before th« * engine governor nets, the 
speed will pick u p agnln and the bu n­ 
dle*« will continu e to move Into the m a­ 
chine w ithou t giving tie* separator 
tim e to c|« *nr lD« *lf of the overload 
which originally redu ced the speed. 
The bu m!!« *« shou ld he pitched on 
ore* nt ii tine*, with the heads toward 
the machine, nu d tie* dlstnnees be­ 
tween bu ndles shou ld he ns n« » nrly u ni­ 
form ns possible. In bu ndle-thrashing, 
the c« *nt« *r, or dividing board, shou ld 
nearly alway s le* u sed to k eep the 
bu ndles from piling u p Into tie* renter 
of the rnrr hr. 
If one man on each 
side of the machine cannot pitch bnn- 
db*s In tie* proper manner fu st enou gh 
to k « *ep the machine su pplied, It will 
u su ally le* better t«» su pply extra pitch­ 
ers thnn to have tie* two men pitch 
two or more biindl**s nt a time w ith­ 
ou t any regard to tie* way they fall 
In th« * convey or. 
It Is hnr« l work to 
k » *rp tie* bu ndles going Into tie* m a­ 
chine In n steady stream, with th« * 
bends nil pointing In the right direc­ 
tion, bu t u nless this ts <!«.n«» It Is Im- 
posslble f« » r the machine t« i do Its b« *st 
work . 
T here Is sometimes n tendency to 
crowd n m achine to tie* limit and k eep 
It overloaded most « » f tie* time. 
This 
Is especially trie* of large cu stom ntn- 
chlnes. 
Whll« » both tie* operator of 
su ch ii machine and the owners 
<» f the 
grain to 1««* thrash« *« ! natu rally nr« » <1<- 
sir« *u s <» f finishing each J« » h qu ick ly , 
tie* ntt« *rnpt to get as mu ch grain ns 
possible Into the machine, combined 
with more or less Irregu lar feeding 
which 1« almost su re t<* accompany It, 
will certainly resu lt In a considerable 
w aste of grain. 
The valu e of grain 
thu s xvjist« *« ! may easily more than off­ 
set any saving In time « *fTected by 
speeding u p the operation of tie* m a­ 
chine bey ond Its normal capacity . 
Cleaning the 
Grain. 
T he 
adju stm ent 
of 
the 
cleaning 
merhanlstn and the proper direction 
<*f tie* Mast from the fan to separate 
tie* grain satisfactorily from the « 'ImfT 
« •alls for more sk ill on the ¡» art of 
tie* operator than any thing else tn 
connection with th« » operation «»f a 
thrashing machine. 
One of tie* main 
du ties of th« » man In charge « » f tie* sep­ 
arator Is to s«*«* that the grain Is as 
nearly free as possible from chaff 
and weed seeds before It Is delivered 
from the machine. 
At the same time 
he mu st se« » that the amou nt which 
goes hack In the tailings elevator to 
he rethrashed is k « *pt low and that 
the loss occasioned by grain being 
carried ou t of the machine and into 
the stack is eliminated as nearly ns 
possible. 
The condition of the grain 
and 
the 
constru ction 
of 
different 
mak es of machines are so variable 
that it Is Impossible to give any defi­ 
nite ru les In all cases. 
However, an 
operator who k nows the fu nction of 
each part of the el« *nnlng mill; how to 
mnk « * nil adju stments, and does every ­ 
thing possible to maintain the proper 
speed, shou ld have no gr« *at difficu lty 
In saving practically nil the grain and 
cleaning it well at the same time. If 
he will exnmlne the machine frequ ent** 
lv to see .ju st how mu ch stu ff each 
part of tit« * denning mechanism Is 
handling and the amou nt and char­ 
acter of the tailings. 
The qu antity of 
tailings shou ld 
he small 
and they 
shou ld contain very little plu mp grain 
and light chaff. 
Probably more grain Is wasted frora 
fnilttr« » to clenn u p nt the end «>f n 
setting than from any other single 
cau se. 
Ju st as mu ch care shou ld be 
tak en Jn denning u p all the u nthrash­ 
ed straw and loose grain that has ac­ 
cu mu late« ! arou nd the machine as is 
tak en with the rest of the job. 
Even 
with the best of care a considerable 
am ou nt of u nthrashed iff raw will nc- 
cu mu lnte arou nd the feeder In the 
cou rse of a day ’s work . 
If the straw 
is very dry , considerable grain will 
shatter fr« » m the heads as It Is being 
pitched from the wagons or stack s 
onto the feeder. 
Small piles of chaff 
and straw which contain a certain 
amou nt of grain will accu mu late at 
variou s other places arou nd the m a­ 
chine, and the machine shou ld not be 
stopped nt the end <»f the job u ntil nil 
of this is pitched Into the cy linder and 
carefu lly rethrashed. 
Of cou rse the careless thrashermnn 
or farm er may say that the chick ens 
or pigs will clenn u p whatever Is left 
in this manner, bu t practically it Is n 
total loss, we! any machine which is 
operated 
carelessly 
In 
this respect 
wastes a large amou nt of grain In a 
single season.
